Now he was out 
to give God a wdhance, Laurence 
Wright, Lacombe, told how he found 
that, sitting on the fence had been too 
uncomifortable, He had thought it 
was good for hig family, but kept a 
pocket full of stones to sling at them 
whenever they slipped up.

Bisewhere in these columns wil) be 
found a notice under the new Town 
and Village Act to all residenis of 
Lacombe whose names are not on the 
assessment roll in resipect of land or 
interest in land, that they may make 
application to the secretary-treasurer 
during the months of September and 
October to have their names included 
in the voters’ list. AH applications 
must be miade by October Sist and 
the agiplicant must take a statutory 
declaration as to his or her eligibility 
td be placed upon the voters’ list. 
Alpart from those whose names ‘are 
on the assessment roll in respect of 
property, the wife, husband, father, 
mother, son and daughter of a prop- 
erty owner iff he or she is over the 
age of twenty-one and is resident 
with such property owner, are eligible 
te make application. Tenanits (who 
have rented an assessed parcel for a 
period of twelve months immediately 
preceding the last day of August are 
also eligible. ‘Those entitled to vote 
should see that their names are on 
the voters’ list otherwise they may 
be disappointed on election day. Re- 
memiber, you must be registered at the 
Town Office during September and 
October or you may be too late. 
While the Act makes provision for 
relatives of property owners as vot- 
ers. it does not extend this privilege 
to relatives of tenants—only the ‘ten- 
ant, himself is eligible. Payment of 
Educational tax alone does not entitle 
the payer to voting privileges unless 
he can qualify under the tenancy 
clause, You should enquire ‘from 
the secretary-treasurer of the Town 
for full information.

NO BLAME IN 
MAN'S DEATH

Verdict of accidental death, with no 
blame ‘attached, was delivered by a 
coroner’s jury, inquiring into the 
death of Paul Caproni Winkel, here

That Winkel was killed by a car 
driven by Jack Burton, about 8:30 
p.m, on August 18, on the highway 
between one and two miles north of 
Lacombe, death being purely acci- 
dental, was the finding of the jury 
after 10 minutes deliberation.

Dr. W. T, Hynes, Lacombe, who 
declared Winkle was dead when he 
was called to the hospital gave the 
cause of death as fracture of ‘the 
skull, hemorrhage, laceration of the 
brain and shock. 

The remains were identified by H.

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o Stimulate Objenive Thinking 


The topsy-turvy condition in which the world finds itself to-day, nat- 
urally leads to serious thought on the part of everyone. Why should there 
be so much penury and want in the midst of a surplus of commodities. 
What are the real causes of stagnation of trade the world over, One hears 
that the capitalistic system is ddomed, and out of the present chaotic con- 
ditions a new order is bound to he established. Many theories are being 
continually advanced, designed to produce a new Utopia. The history of 
the world establishes the fact that all reforms necessarily come slowly. 
There can be no rapid realization of many obviously needed changes in our 
social system, But the world does not stand still, a forward and not a 
backward movement is inevitable. The encouragement and not the sup- 
pression of constructive thinking and expression of thought would be of 
material assistance. In the annual address of Principal Fyfe of Queen's 
University, reference was made to the stimulation of thought by means of 
discussions in the class rooms. He is reported in part as follows: 

“In our academic seclusion we sometimes catch from a busier world 
the echoes of an accusation.that the Universities of Canada are becoming 
‘nurseries of anarchy and revolution’. So far as such charges have any 
basis except hysteria, they may serve to encourage us, for they seem to indi- 
cate that students are in some measure acquiring the art of looking at both 
sides of disputed questions, an art in which it is our duty to encourage them. 
The ideal of suppressing enquiry and free speech, which has for the moment 
established a tragic dominance in many parts of the world, is nowhere more 
absurd than in a University, where men and women gather to exercise their 
faculties of curiosity and logic. Those faculties in them are necessarily im- 
mature; their utterances are often crudely dogmatic. But to stifle thought 
and utterance would be in a University the basest treason. As Penn said, 
‘Whoever is right, the persecutor must be wrong’. 

‘If we are to stimulate in our pupils objective thinking, we must be 
equally free in speech and thought ourselves—but not equally rash. Propa-- 
ganda is mo part of a teacher’s proper function. He is not concerned to 
produce opinion, a temporary state of conviction which can be quickly 
changed by counter-propaganda. His aim is to stimulate the growth of in- 
telligence, the power of detached judgment. To that end he may. exercise 
in the class-room every art of sophistry, but if he blinks his way into the 
outer world, where opinions clash unanchored both from fact and reason, 
it behoves him to remember what astonishing weight that world attaches to 
--@ professorial pronouncement. The dignity of the University stalks beside | 

him on the platform, sternly demanding judicial sobriety. A University 
teacher should certainly be clever; he needs to be wise; and of the factors 
of wisdom not the least are self-restraint and kindliness and patience.”

Heavy Salmon Run 
Fishermen Of Prince Rupert Making 
Good Money This Year 

Prince Rupert is happy over the 
salmon fisheries on the Skeena River 
where fishermen are making good 
money. While some fishermen are 
getting as high as $50 to $60 a day, 
others are getting much less and 
possibly the average for the 1,200 
boats on the river is not much more 
than $10 a day. Even that makes 
a payroll of $12,000 a day. 

Already an odd man comes in town 
from the Skeena with a roll of money 
in his pocket to get some of the lux- 
uries which have been denied him 
for many~months. One man told of 
taking 80 fish’ the previous day, »for 
which he received $40. Several boats 
took more. than 100 in a day. 

In addition to those fishing for 
sockeye on the Skeena, several hun- 
dred boats are on the trolling 
grounds outside, taking spring sal- 
mon, but the catches have not been 
very large.

Must Be Industrialized 


Only Way Country. Like Japan Can 
Exist And Prosper ; 

Japan has a population of over 90 
millions. What is she going to do 
with her surplus? “The matter is 
dealt with in the current issue of 
Everyman, London, by Kinichi Ishi- 
kawa, the London, correspondent’ of 
two important Japanese newspapers. 
He sees two sides to the question of 
population. One is that Australia, 
Canada and the United States could 
relieve the situation by repealing the 
Exclusion laws, There are some 
parts of all these countries which 
can be turned into rich productive 
soil only by the Japanese, and an ap- 
peal to the sense of fairness of those 
nations might be made by Japan. 
On the other hand, there is this fact 
to remember, that although Japan 
has a large population, in density she 
is not so overcrowded as Belgium or 
Holland or England. Belgium has 
270, Holland 233, England 188, 
Japan 170, per square kilometre. Of 
course the fact has to be taken into 
account that Japan is far more 
mountainous than any of the three 
countries named, and people cannot 
live on mountain tops. But it will be 
some time before ‘the Japanese be- 
gin to push one another into the sea. 
“One thing is certain and that is, that 
a country like Japan can only exist 
and prosper when it is highly indus- 
trialized, buying raw material from 
abroad and selling finished products 
abroad. If this could be done we 
need not worry very much about the 
future of Japan.” * 


Canadian Apples In Brazil 


Under an exchange of notes of 
December 4, 1931, Canada receives 
the minimum tariff and most-favour- 
ed-nation treatment on imports into 
Brazil. As a resujt, Canada is ac- 
corded duty-free entry of fresh fruit, 
including apples, because Brazil ad- 
mits fresh fruit from Argeatina duty 
free, and Canada as a most-favored 
nation is entitled to the same tariff 
treatment. However, by a Brazilian 
decree of March, 1934, duty-free

Building More Ships 


Britain Still Maintaining Her Rule 
Of The Sea 

What may be taken as a sign of 
a world trend toward prosperity is 
the fact that on June 30 last, com- 
pared with the same date last year, 
there was a 70 per cent. increase in 
the to e of the merchant ships 
under construction in the yards of all 
nations, except Russia, about which 
Lioyd’s had no official information. 
Since June, 1933, there has been in- 
creased activity in most shipyards 
and comparéd with the report on 
March 31, it is still on the upgrade 
though the augment of new tonnage 
was only 1 per cent. 

Great Britain and Ireland, which 
are taken together, still lead the way. 
The only notable gain over the last 
quarter was that shown in their re- 
ports. They are building five of the 
ships of 20,000 tons or more, the 
sixth being under construction in 
France. Two of the large British 
ships were started last quarter. 


The British yards are now. build- 5 


ing 48.3 per cent. of all merchant 
tonnage, namely, 587,142 tons out of 
the 1,216,340 under construction. The 
British increase was 105,702 tons 
over last quarter. To appreciate Bri- 
tain’s position we have only to com- 
pare it with Japan’s, which is next 
in line. Japan's total tonnage on 
June 80 was 137,280, less than a 
fourth of Britain's, total, and Japan’s 
increase was 14,000 tons, less than a 
seventh Britain’s increase. 

France comes next in line, then 
Germany, Denmark, Holland, Sweden, 
Italy, the United States and Spain, 
in the order named. The only two 
nations which showed less shipbuild- 
ing activity were Italy and Spain. 
The United States moved up from 
tenth to ninth place, though its in- 
crease was only 247 tons. It is evi- 
dent that British merchant shipping 
is maintaining its rule of the sea. 


A Million In Time 


World War Lasted About Two 
Million Minutes — 


A way of realizing the meaning of 
a million is to think of what it means 
in time. Few people realize that there 
are less than a million days in the 
whole Christian Era; in fact, if we 
count back a million days from 1933, 
we come to a date well before the 
founding of Rome, while a million 
hours would take us back to the Bat- 
tle of Trafalgar. The Great War last- 
ed about two million minutes, and, 
taking the total casualties as ten mil- 
lions, this gives an average of five 
casualties per minute throughout the 
period of hostilities. 


Home For Quintuplets 


New Home To Be Built In Little 
Northern Ontario Town 


Sometime between now and when 
the early winter snow begins to fly 
in this little northern Ontario town, 
the Dionne quintuplets, their five 
brothers and sisters and their par- 
ents will be housed in a comfortable, 
modern residence. 

Through the aid of the Canadian 
Red Cross, and with assistance also 
from officials of the northern, Ontario 
relief commission, it was learned re- 
cently, plans will be far enough ad- 
vanced in a few days to allow archi- 
tect, contractor and workmen to ber 
gin their tasks in earnest. 


To Salvage Treasure 


Nineteen Galleons Sunk In 1702 To 
Be Searched. For Gold 


The 19 galleons of the Franco- 
Spanish fleet sunk in the Bay of Vigo 
in September, 1702, by the combined 
British and Dutch fleets under Sir 
George Rooke and the Duke of 
Ormonde, will be searched for gold 
this summer, the Madrid newspaper 
El Debate reported. 

Several previous attempts to sal- 
vage the treasure brought by the 
fieet from the West Indies were 
fruitless.

King George’s Silver Jubilee Secret Method Revealed 


Celebration Will Be Held In May | How Scotland Yard Determines Age 
Of Next Year Of Finger Prints 


The Irish Free State has declined 
to send a representative to partici- 
pate in next year’s celebration of the 
silver jubilee of King’s George’s ac- 
cession, it was revealed in the House 
of Commons, 

The revelation was made by Act- 
ing-Premier Stanley Baldwin who. 
announced the celebration would be 
held May 6 to 18 and the 25th anni- 
versary. of accession would be ob- 
served as a public holiday throughout 
the nation. 

Mr. Baldwin said prime ministers 
of Canada, Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa had welcomed with 
warmth the suggestion they take 
part in the ceremonies at London, 
although it was impossible to tell at 
the moment if they would be able to 
be present owing to possibility of 
political developments keeping them 
at home, : 

The acting-premier said also the 
government hoped:to hold informal 
conversations with the premiers re- 
garding important empire questions, 
taking advantage of their presence 
in London, 

The Irish refusal of the invitation

At West Summerland, in confer- 
ence with “Ted” Atkinson, suprrin- 
tendent of the Dominion experiment- 
al station, he found a-+remarkable 
advance in treatment of cherries. 

_ Processing of cherries, tried ina 
small way in 1933, is this year. a 
promising industry ‘assuring = six 
months of work to 60 persons. 

Glaced cherries for all purposes 
had been processed to the amount of 
64 tons when Dr. Harris was there, 
and a ready market seemed assured. 
The Okanagan cherries, 
the Royal Anne variety, which are a 
drug on the fresh fruit market, are 
proving equal here and on_ the 
prairies to the best imported kind. 

With a little government assist- 
ance this industry can be extended 
to the making of maraschino cher- 
rics for all purposes, he declares. 

Cherry “olives” processed from the 
green cherries have been tried ex- 
perimentally with success and may 
work a. revolution in olive importa- 
tions. 

“Olives from green’ cherries are a 
perfect substitute for the expensive 
olives we import. Don’t laugh at 
me. I am telling you about what I 
have seen and tasted. If I could get 
them regularly I wouldn’t care if I 
never saw an imported olive again,” 
he said, 

He also told of successful .experi- 


ments with glaced or “candied” ap- | 


ples, which experienced bakers in 
Vancouver and elsewhere declare can 
take the place of imported pineapple 
for cake making, commercial or

A Heartening Sign 


'|Recovery Of Canada’s Newsprint 


Industry Is Good News 


One ‘of the most.-heartening signs 
of the times is the recovery taking 
place in Canada’s newsprint indus- 
try. For May (the Jatest available 
figures) the production exceeded by 
well over one million cwt. the pro- 
duction in May, 1933, while for the 
twelve months ending May the pro- 
duction was some 10,000,000 cwt. in 
excess of that for the previous 12 
months. 

This means much more than bene- 
fit for newsprint workers, or for the 
holders of newsprint securities. The 
newsprint industry is one of ‘the 
greatest in Canada. It is one field 
of. production in which this country 
holds a supreme place, and it is not 
too much to say that crisis through 
which the industry has passed contri- 
buted tremendously to the general 
depression. : 

Perhaps, too, the lessons of the 
past three or four years will mean 
future gain, They may have taught 
that in the newsprint industry, as in 
others, there can be such a thing as 
more of stocks and bonds and high- 
financing than the traffic will bear.— 
Ottawa Journal. 


Polar Ice Caps Melting 


No One Knows How Long It Will 
Continue 

Professor Datsky of Soviet: Russia 
has added to the growing mass of 
evidence which tends to show. that 
the polar ice caps are slowly melt- 
ing-—in other words, that recession is 
still in process since the height of 
the last ice age, about 55,000 years 
ago. Professor Datsky reports that 
even in the past half a century there 
has been a slight rise of temperature 
in Northern Asia. How long. the 
melting stage will continue is ob- 
| viously an important question to the 
human race, though not to the im- 
mediate generations. 
goes on to the point where the ice 
caps are entirely thawed, the level of 
| the oceans would be raised 150 feet 
or more, and London and New York, 
| along with most of the other import- 
ant cities; would be inundated. How- 
ever, by that time, if the rising tem- 
peratures were to continue north- 
ward, it would not matter mugh that 
these cities were flooded, since, they 
| would be in the tropics, too hot for 
| comfortable residence in crowded 
| quarters. But the rocks indicate that 
the ice ages. have formed and reced- 
ed, Thus far science can only guess 
at the point where the melting will 
cease and the freezing begin again. 


Largest Ruby Found 

Believed to be the largest in the 
world, a ruby weighing 2,967 carats 
has been found in a village near Rat- 
napure.. Experts state the gem, 
which weighs nearly two pounds, is 
defective in color, being pinkish in- 
stead of deep red. It is impossible 
to value the stone accurately until 
it has been cut.

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What Yon Should Eat 


Noted Diet Expert” Has Advice For 
All Classes 

People are always interested in 
food, whether they eat to live, or live 
to eat. Therefore, it is important 
to know what a noted American diet 
expert, Dr. Jean L. Bogert, has to 
say on the subject of “Diet and Per- 
sgnality.” : | 

Dr, Bogert divides mankind into 
three classes—the lean, the medium 
and the stocky. 

Contrary to popular opinion ea | 
people, he states, tire easily and have | 
not much endurance. They have a 
short digestive tract, 10 feet or a 
little more compared with the aver- 
age length of 20 to 25 feet. There- 
fore, they get rid of food wastes 
quickly, and they can eat large meals | 
without putting on flesh. It is nec- 
cessary that they should eat more 
food than medium or stocky people, 
and avoid eating the coarse foods 
that are so often recommended. They 
should start the day with a good 
breakfast, excluding rough cereals. 
This will make clear why so many 
thin people are large eaters but do 
not put on weight. 

The stocky individual is disposed 
to fat, and therefore, disinclined to! 
take exercise. The diet should be 
light so as to avoid growing fatter 
and becoming a prey to heart and 
kidney diseases, diabetes and other | 
ailments of the stout. Fat people 
should eat coarse foods, leafy vege- 
tables, avoiding all sweet, =

articles of diet, and fight the tend- 
ency to evade physical and mental 
exercise. A . 
The medium type should live on a 
diet that holds the balance between 
fuel foods and fats and vegetables. 
But unless a very active individual, 
he or she should be sparing of fatty 
foods._-St. Thomas Times-Journal.

Average Life Span Considered To Be 
World’s Record 

Will it be possible for us to in- 
crease our life span by 10 years? 

Gaining inspiration from the ex- 
ample set by New Zealand we 
should be able at least to increase 
the average life span of American 
men six years, from 59 to 65. Women 
apparently need not strive so am- 
bitiously for longevity; in living to 
the average ripe old age of 62 they 
already have a three year lead over 
men in the marathon of life. 

Men and women live to average 
ages of 65 and 67 respectively in 
New Zealand, which Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co. statisticians con- 
sider to be a world’s record. They 
state that the white population of 
the United States still has about 
10% years to gain before reaching a 
hypothetical ideal éstimate of a little 
more than the Biblical thtee score 
and ten. An advance toward this 
has already been made, reports show, 
during 1932 and 1933 which were ex- 
ceptionally good health years. En- 
couragement comes with the report 
that since the beginning of the cen- 
tury a gain of 10 years in the expec- 
tation of life of white males and 11 
years for white females has been 
scored, 

Excellent health management, par- 
ticularly in the case of childbirth,’ is 
cited as a reason for New Zealand's 
excellent record. In the care of 
mother and child during a baby’s in- 
fancy, medical effort is expended 
with the greatest effect. For girl 
babies the mortality rate has dropped 
to the exceedingly low figure of 25 
in a thousand in comparison to 48 for 
the United States. The correspond- 
ing figures for boys give 60 deaths 
per thousand against 33 in New 
Zealand.—Science Service.

Find That Radio Signals Reach A 
Height Of 1,000 Miles 

The highest point yet reached by 

human signals, a “refracting region” 

1,000 miles overhead, which reflects 

wireless signals back to earth,. has 


been discovered with Harvard instru- | 


ments. 

From 100 to 200 miles aloft is the 
ordinary height of the layers of air 
known to reflect wireless waves. 
Previously the very greatest height 
of such layers has been about 500 
miles. 

But 1,000 miles is above the re- 
gions at which scientists ordinarily 
describe as the outer limits of the 
edrth’s atmosphere. And the Harv- 
ard discoveries may lead to a rede- 
finition of the effective heights of the 
atmosphere. , 


During the’ first five months of 
this year, 935,500 pounds of dressed 
poultry have been exported from 
Canada to the United Kingdom.

How To Combat Weeds 


‘Minimum Of Effort Required In Dry 
Hot Weather 

Dry weather and bright, hot sun- 
shine are the farmers’ greatest allies 
in the war against weeds, says A. H. 
Martin, assistant director, Crops and 
Markets Branch. July and August 
are busy months for the farmer, but 


\it is during these montiis when the 


weather is usually hot and dry that 
the maximum damage can be done to 
weeds with the minimum of effort. 

July plowing and early after har- 
vest cultivation is to be highly 
recommended. : 

Hay fields known to be dirty 
should be plowed immediately after 
haying, the furrows left to bake and 
dry out for ten days or two weeks, 
then. cultivated frequently as a sum- 
mer fallow and seeded to fall wheat 
early in September. This so-called 
dry cleaning method is very effective 
on Sow Thistle, Twitch Grass, Blad- 
der Champion and other perennial 
weeds. 

Straight summer fallow is also 
very effective, although somewhat 
more expensive. Late sown buck-. 
wheat followed the next year with 
rape or roots is a splendid method.

Bread And Cheese Served At Church 
In England 

The picturesque village of St. 
Briavels, in the Forest of Dean, was 
the scene on Sunday evening of a 
time-honored custom which perpetu- 
ates certain rights enjoyed by the 
inhabitants of the parish for more 
than 700 years. The occasion was 
the annual distribution of bread and 
cheese after the service in the church 
on Whitsunday evening. 

The origin of the custom is some- 
what obscure, but the privileges it 
commemorates date back to the 12th 
century, when a grant of woodland 
was made to the inhabitants of the 
parish of St. Briavels. The parishion- 
ers of St. Briavels have the right to 
this day to cut and take all the 
timber they require for their own 
domestic use from the woodland 
known as Hudnalls. The cost of pro- 
viding the bread and cheese is de- 
frayed by a collection among the 
parishioners. As the worshippers 
left, the bread and cheese-—cut in 
small dice and carried in baskets- 
were thrown in handfulls to the 
waiting crowd.--London Times.

made by his process, he secured fin- 
ancial aid and himself purchased the 
steamer Tunisie, which French ship- 
yards have just equipped with a 
power and refrigerating plant. 

The ship is a nightmare of Jules 
Verne with its bridges and decks 
| laced with pipes, cylinders, valves 
and meters, all designed to aid in 
drawing electrical power from the 
sea. Professor Claude himself ex- 
plained his process to his guests. 

“The George Claude process con- 
sists essentially in causing warm 
surface water of tropical seas to 
boil in a vacuum, put the steam to 
work in the turbines and condense 
it by cold water from the depths. 

“Experiments made in 1928 and in 
Cuba, in 1931 on a small scale con- 
firmed theoretic findings. It re- 
mained to put them into a plant in- 
dustrially exploitable. 

“As I had to finance it myself, I 
thought of a flexible method; to 
equip a floating plant permitting the 
use of a relatively short vertical 
tube and installation in interesting 
points of the equatorial zone.” 

Professor Claude said it had also 
occurred to him to utilize the plant 
to make ice. 

The plan calls for'a tube with a 
30-foot buoy to be dropped and 
anchored to the bottom. 

A 2,300-foot tube, composed of 112 
soldered sections, and nine feet in 
diameter, will bring the water to the 
plant from the depths. The plant it- 
self will contain a vacuum boiler 80 
feet long and 20 feet in diameter 
placed 35 feet beneath the surface of 
the sea. 

An air extractor will make the 
vacuum in the boiler and vacuum 
pumps will bring up the water and 
pump the warm water as well. 

The huge cylinder will contain 
four compartments for boiling and 
five for condensation. The steam 
produced in the boiliig. cHambers will 
pass into the condensing chambers 
after passing through the turbines 
; and creating power.

Rudder Of Big Liner 
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Cunard Vessel To HavegjLargest Of 
Its Kind Ever fant 

New probleins of marine design 
face the builders of the Cunard 
super liner 534, which is under con- 
struction at Clydebank, Scotland, ac- 
cording to reports received by 
officials of the line in New York. 
The final stage in'the manufacture of 
the ship's 150-ton rudder, the largest 
of its kind ever built, has been reach- 
ed and arrangements are being made 
for its attachment to the huge hull. 

Workmen have been engaged sev- 
eral weeks at Clydebank assembling 
the parts of the’ rudder and great 
tubes now are being” bored. in its 
sides at which four bronze propellers, 
each of which weighs more than 50 


tons, will be attached. "The propellers — 


were recently completed at London 
and officials of the shipyard are now 
arranging for clear. roadways to 
Glasgow, so that the 400-mile run 
may be made with a minimum effect 
on normal traffic. 

Two doors have been fitted into 
the sides of the rudder and a per- 
manent steel ladder will run through 
| the compartment which is enclosed 
by its steel walls. Struts and bars 
| will hold the rudder rigid and the 
| space within its walls will be suffici- 
/ent to permit several men to move

Seeds Taken From A 5,000-Year-Old 
Tomb Are Grown In England 

With seeds taken from a 6,000- 
year-old Indian tomb Col. Calibborn 
of the New Forest has grown a crop 
of ‘mummy” wheat that makes the 
best possible English wheat look 
dwarfed. 

Col. Calibborn, former Indian gov- 
ernment. agricultural expert, sowed 
one ounce of the wheat on 340 square 
feet of ground. All the seeds ger- 
minated and produced between 20 
and 30 shoots of an average height 
of seven feet. 


Experts from the department of 
agriculture and Cambridge Univers- 
ity said they were satisfied the wheat 
came from the tomb as the colonel 
claimed.

Ernest Hutcherson Was Charter 
Member Of B.C. Fruit Growers 
Ernest Hutcherson, 81, who was 

the first horticulturist at the Ontario 

Agricultural College at Guelph, Ont., 

and who gave instruction in 1879 to 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell, former Do- 

minion minister of agriculture, is 

dead at Ladner, B.C., where he had 
resided 52 years. 

Mr. Hutcherson resigned from the 
Guelph college in 1880. With the 
late Thomas McNeely, he set out 
probably the first commercial orchard 
in British Columbia. 

He was one of the founders and 
charter members of the B.C. Fruit 
Growers’ Association and was ap- 
pointed the first fruit pest inspector 
in the province. In 1908, Western 
Australia applied to the B.C. govern- 
ment for a man to frame and en- 
force a fruit pest act for the state 
and Mr. Hutcherson was loaned. He 
remained on the government staff in 
Western Australia for 10 years.

Then there are two wireless light- 
houses on large buoys floating at the 
entrance of the harbor a little more 
than 800 feet apart. Bach buoy is 
equipped with a kind of relay. station, 
being in effect a reflector. 

Finally there is a receiving station 
aboard the yacht which has two 
kinds if indicators, a dial divided into 
a red and green section, and a Joud- 
speaker. So long as the ship pursued 
a direct course for the harbor, the dial 
stdod midway between the green and 
red sections, but the slightest depres- 
sion to one side or the other caused 
a corresponding movement of the in- 
dicator. 

At the same time the loudspeaker 
gave two signals, one of high fre- 
quency and the other of low fre- 
quency. The varying intensity of 
these two signals indicated to the 
pilot whether he was varying from 
the course and, if so, in what direc- 
tion. 


War In The Air 


Bombing Squadrons Expected To 
Perform Effective Service 

Britain is exercised about her air 
defence. A survey of the recent air 
force operations, which were not 
strictly manoeuvres but intended to 
-test the personnel of the organiza- 
tion, shows that it would be impos- 
sible to defend London and other 
leading cities from air attacks. It 
was revealed that the high speed 
with which the attackers can swoop 
down upon London is greater than 
the massed defence organization of 
fighting planes, anti-aircraft guns 
and other devices. 

Wing Commander Raymond Colli- 
shaw, a Canadian who. shot down 49 
planes during the Great War, was in 
command of the Northland forces. 
By clever manoeuvring he was able 
to send a bombing squadron of 36 
planes over London without any re- 
sistance or encountering any effective 
opposition. In the next war bombers 
will fight in massed formation, pro- 
tected by fighting aircraft, similar to 
naval warfare when battleships have 
protection from destroyérs and tor- 
pedo boats. 

Air strategy is now concentrating 
on an early and decisive battle be- 
tween rival air forces, fighting in the 
game manner as rival navies for com- 
mand of the air. The first objective 
will be bombing enemy airdromes, 
destroying the planes before they can 
take off, and Britain, always provid- 
ing that France is not an enemy, has 
advantages in this direction. Bomb: 
ing London or other enemy cities will 
be a secondary military .consider- 
ation. Destruction of enemy air 
force will be first.

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Riissian investigators have just 
found that the greatest dally tide in 
the world rises and falls in the 
Okhotsk Sea, the huge crook in the 
northeast coast line of Asia, At least, 
thé Okhotsk ‘Sea will hold the record 
unless some unsuspected shore line 
elsewhere turns out to have even 
greater tide, 

There are not many places in the 
world where the tide rises and falls 
once in 24 hours, instead of regularly 
following the usual two-a-day sched- 
ule. Such tides occur at certain 
places on the Gulf Coast, in Alaska, 
the Philippines, the coast of China 
and a few other scattered localities, 
says H. A. Marmer, specialist on 
tides of the U.S. coast and geodetic 
survey, reporting the Russian dis- 
covery to the Geographical Review. 

Daily tides heretofore known have 
not been impressive in size. The 
famous Bay of Fundy tides, which 
are the standard of greatness, rise 
mountain-like to 40 feet or more, but 
these rise and fall in orthodox fashion 
twice each day. The known range of 
the tides that flow in and out only 
once a day has been only a few feet 
at most. 

The newly-discovered daily tides of 
the Okhotsk Sea, however,, form 
waves of notable size. In the month 
during which the Russian hydro- 
graphic department made tidal ob- 
servations at Cape Astronomicheski, 
at -the northeastern head of the 
Okhotsk Sea, the daily tide on one 
record-making occasion had a range 
of 37 feet. 

On only a few days during the 
month did the Russians find two high 
and low waters occurring at this part 
of the seashore. “The more usual oc- 
currence was a single dajly tide, 
averaging fully 28 feet. 

As scientists havé ranged farther 
afield in their investigation of tides, 
they have become increasingly aware 
that their early ideas about tides 
were too simple. Those early theories 
were based on studies along the At- 
lantic coast, and the response of the 
water there to sun and moon forces 
was taken to be typical. On the con- 
trary, as Mr. Marmer has pointed 
out, there are many varieties of 
tides found at different shores. The 
morning tide may rise higher or fas- 
ter, or it may ebb slower than or not 
so far as the afternoon tide, thts 
varying the pattern. There are daily 
tides, semi-daily, and mixed. 

The charting of the tides with an 
understanding of all these varieties 
is a,matter of practical importance 
to navigators, harbor masters, and 
engineers. Hence, the discovery of 
something strikingly new in the 
height of daily tides, even so far 
from America hs a Siberian-Manchu- 
kuoan sea gives oceanographers a 
clearer realization of the complicat= 
ed response of the sea to the forces 
of sun and moon.—Science Service, 


Going After Zoo Specimens 


New York Man Wants Any Number 
Of Things 

Dr. Raymond L. Ditmars, curator 
of mammals and animals at the 
Bronx Park Zoo, is going to Trinidad 
and British New Guinea to try to 
capture the rarest and most danger- 
ous of all South American reptiles— 
the bushmaster. 

Describing the main object of his 
quest, Dr. Ditmars explained the 
tropical rattle snake and the vipers 
of the fer-de-lance type had venom 
more deadly than that of the bush- 
master, but neither specimen was as 
large or active as the rarer snake. 

The bushmaster, marked with pink 
and black alternate bands, is be- 
tween eight and twelve feet. long, 
has huge fangs and is extremely ag- 
gressive, he said. 

Dr. Ditmars also would like to get 
a few more vampire bats for the 
the Bronx Park Zoo ,and he is in 
the market for assorted snakes, 
frogs, beetles, turtles and spiders, 

Among the specimens he is anx- 
ious to get is the giant horned frog, 
which is colored a gleaming gilt, and, 
curiously enough, both barks and 
bites. Then he would like to come 
home with a tropical spider that has 
a leg spread of eight inches, and a 
Hercules beetle, which is so ‘large 


that it cracks automobile wind- 
shields if it smacks into them in 
flight. 


Dr. Ditmars is leaving on August 
16 for Trinidad. He will be preceded 
by Arthur Greenhall, of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, who will aid him 
in bringing ‘em back alive. 


Mirrors Of Slate 


Slate does not seem a very likely 
material from which to fashion a 
useful looking-glass. Yet the an- 
cient Eskimos made mirrors of slate, 
and some of these have been found 
by an archaeologist digging in 
Alaska. The surface was polished, 
but before the slate mirror would re- 
flect the features of a person it had 
to be damped with water.

people were nomandic arose from the }- 


necessity of constant movement in 
order to provide grass and water for 
their flocks and herds. 


For having marked cheese with a 
false date of manufacture, a factory 
manager in Eastern Ontario was 
convicted and fined. The provisions 
of the new regulations under the 
Dairy Industry Act require the cor- 
rect date of manufacture to be mark- 
ed on the cheese within 24 hours 
after removal from the press. 


The more recent demand for 
lighter weight cattle showing a, bet- 
ter finish, the question of interna- 
tional trade relations involving tariffs 
and embargoes, monetary standards 
and allied financial conditions gen- 
érally, all have a significant influ- 
ence on beef production not only in 
Canada but in all the beef produc- 
ing countries of the world. 


Legislation giving some degree of 
control over the marketing of nat- 
ural products, mainly agricultural, is 
found in most of the principal coun- 
tries of the world, and The Natural 
Products Marketing Act, 1934, of 
Canada is an attempt to give the 
Dominion legislation similar to that 
at present found in the statutes of 
the United Kingdom, Australia, and 
other parts of the Empire. 


Annual pasture crops are import- 
ant in many parts of Canada. In 
the prairie provinces, perennial 
grasses and legumes cannot be de- 
pended upon to supply grazing dur- 
ing the periods of dry weather 
which occur almost every season. 
This is the case also, though not to 
the same extent, in Ontario and Que- 
bec. The most feasible method of 
overcoming this difficulty is to seed 
one of the grain crops to provide pas- 
turage when the perennial grasses 
are unproductive. The cereals uséd 
as annual pasture crops are oats, 
barley, wheat, and spring rye, oats 
being by far the most important for 
this purpose.—Scientific Agriculture. 


Can Travel Quickly 


Cars Cross Desert At 85 Miles An 
Hour 

An automobile tire with the tread 
of a camel's foot has been invented 
for use in the Sahara Desert. It 
puts the same weight per inch on the 
sand as does the foot of the “ship 
of the desert”, having a nine-inch 
tread with an air pressure of twelve 
pounds, says a writer. Cars s0 
equipped cross the desert at 35 miles 
an hour. In a recent test desert 
police were able to overtake five men 
who were smuggling drugs by camel.
